phabet, Simoglou has included 
all knowledge within its alpha 
and omega. The Formula of Sim- 
ple Readability determines the 
Greek letter assigned to a book. 
Picture books with no text get 
an alpha, picturebooks with text 
a vita, and so on down the de- 
scending scale until the most 
erudite and scholarly works 
are assigned an omega. After 
this first step of the classifica- 
tion process, a number, any 
number, is assigned to the book, 
according to the mathematical 
Theory of Random Numbers. 
After this idiotically simple 
process of classification is com- 
pleted, Simoglou tosses the 
books onto the shelves. “This 
may not always place the books 
on the shelves in the intended 
order, but it develops a good 
right arm,” Simoglou says hap- 
pily. 

“The Simoglovian System is 
the quickest and least expen- 
sive way ‘to classify books,”
